as amended directed to such a combination having the particular resistivity at 25 °C and 
the transverse conductive element having metal recited in the manner according to 
claim 21 , such transverse conductive element arrangement as recited in claim 23, the 
particular resistance and dimension as recited in claim 22 and the apertures defined in 
the manner recited in claim 25.
